Alma Kellner's Body Found Un- 
der Louisville Parish House. 


SEEK JANITOR; ARREST WIFE 


Murdered Child of 8 Years Disappeared 
Last December. 


Louisville, Ky., May 30.—[Special.]—Alma 
Kellner, 8 years old, who disappeared on Dec. 
8, 1909, was murdered. 

Her body. mutilated, crushed, partly miss- 
ing, and decomposed, was found today in an 
old cistern under a parish house of St. John’s 
Catholic church. 

The cistern is only a few yards from the en- 
trance to St. John's church, where the gir! 
had gone to attend services on the morning 
she disappeared. The church is only five 
blocks from the Kellner home. 

Joseph Wendling. formerly janitor at St. 
John’s church, is being sought by the po- 
lice. Wendling has been missing since Jan. 
14. His wife, Mrs. Lena Wendling, house- 
keeper for Father Schuhmann, pastor of St. 
John's, wae arrested tonight on a charge of 
being an accessory to the murder. 

In a sworn statement made before Capt. 
Carney. chief of detectives, this afternoon, 
Mrs. Wendling admitted washing muddy 
clothes of her husband shortly after the dis- 
appearance of the Kellner girl. The detec- 
tives have these clothes, trousers, shirt and 
hat, and declare there are blood stains on 
them. 

Trinkets Found in Her Trunk. 

A gold ring and a pin were found in Mrs. 
Wendling’se trunk. The pin wee positively 
identified by the mother of the dead child 
as the one Alma wore the day she disap- 


Mrs. Wendling meintaine ae stolid de- 
meanor and says the ring and the pin were 
given to, her by a boy who found them on 
the street. 

She declares the bioodstaing on her hus-

Half of the girl's ribs were broken. The 
top and part of the left side of her skull and 
part of the right leg aud foot are missing.

Heve the girl was murdered in the vicinity of 
the church, and that after an attempt had 
been made to burn the body, quick lime was 
used to disintegrate it. The skull and other 
parts of the body were charred to some ex- 
tent, but the authorities think that the at- 
tempt to burn the girl was interrupted and 
another disposition decided on by the slayer. 

A little more than a year ago, according 
to police records, Wendling, for whom a gen- 
eral search has been ordered, was arrested 
and fined because of improper conduct with a 
young girl he accosted on the street. 


Uncle Offered. Reward in Vain. 

Alma Keliner disappeared on the morning 
of Dec. 8 and from that time until the body 
was found not an authentic word was heard 
concerning her. The last seen of her was 
when she waved good-by to her mother in 
front of the residence. Her uncle offered a 
reward for her discovery during the long and 
wide search made.for her, but withdrew it 
after it had failed to bring proof of her 
whereabouts. She was reported to have been 
geen in various parts of the country.

Would Testify Before Spe- 
cial Grand Jury in Cook 
or Sangamon County. 


DENIES LORIMER TALES. 


Replies He Never Urged Election; 
Bribery Fountain Head Not 
Reached Yet, Says the 
State Executive. 


Gov. Charles 8. Deneen would welcome 4 
subpoena summoning him before either the 
special Cook or Sangamon county grand jury 
investigating legislative corruption which he 
believes has been revealed but slightly to the 
public by the confessions of Legislators 
Holstiaw,. White, Link, and Beckemeyer. 
The Illinois executive, discussing the bribery 
scandal at the Union League ciub last night, 
said that if so subpcenaed ne would not reiy 
upon the privilege of his office to secure ex- 
emption from the duty of testifying. 

From beginning to the end of an hour's 
interview, expressing views that today or 
later he may embody in a formal statément 
over his own signature or in a dictated dec- 


sonal feelings. Especially was he indignant 
at what he styled the false or unwarranted 
assertions made by Senator William Lorimer 
in the latter's speech last Saturday at Wash- 


ington. 
| Calls Assertion False, 
Regarding the senator's statement that he, 
the governor, had been dissuaded from be- 
coming a candidate for the senatorship be- 
cause of the demands of certain editors of 


yond a flat denial of this Lorinier assertion. 
Hé declared that no editor had discussed the 
matter with him or had voiced either requests 
or arguments against the governor’s accep- 
tance of the senatorship, which would have 
entailed his resignation of the governorship. 
Whatever decision he reached, the governor 
said, was wholly of his own volition and was 
based upon his own line of reason 

To show the absurdity of Lorimer's pre- 
tense of personal knowledge warranting 
) senator's assertion, the governor pointed out 
that the senator could have no way of se- 
curing the information which he set rotz 
as fact. 

The governor denied fietly the ade 
statement that Deneen had favored and 
urged the election of Lorimer as United 
States senator. The governor told how he had 
been flouted by the house and the controll- 
ing organization to the extent that his influ- 
ence had become as nothing; he could not 
“ deliver ’’ nor control votes. Naming them, 
he mentioned one after another of the state 
representatives who in the previous genera! 
assembly had been classified as Deneen 
men,” but who in the session of 1909 had 
drifted away and followed their own paths 
into the opposition camp. For the conduct of 
these lawmakers, he said, he was not and 
should not be held responsible. 

Cites Suspicions of Time. 

Even if it were a fact, the governor argued, 
that he had favored Lorimer’s election up to 
two days preceding the decisive baliot, the 
developments of that time, voiced in the 
rumors that since then have taken the form 
of accusations resulting in indictments, 
surely wartanted him in withdrawing such 
support. The suspicions then rife, he said, 
should have excused any man who changed 
sides, coming out againet Lorimer, from the 
charge of disloyalty. 

A third point in Lorimer’s speech to which 
the governor referred as false was the sen- 
ator’s declaration regarding the deep water- 
way proposition. As to this matter, Mr. 
Deneen said that he might make a statement 
over his own signature. 7 

It was suggested to the governo that citi- 
gent interested in bills, and who had balked 
at contributing to the “ jackpot” for either 
their advancement or defeat, doubtless had 
brought their woes to him. 

In reply the governor said he had kept no 
diary, but that if, on reflection or ques- 
tioning in a grand jury room, he was able 
to remember incidents that would assist in 
upturning legislative corruption, he would 
be glad to give his testimony. 

Powerful Ring, 

Especially was the governor emphatic in 
noting that it was impossible the corrup- 
tion in the legislature could have been 
limited to the four lawmakers that have 
made confessions of participation in bribe 
taking, both in voting for Lorimer and in 
the ‘“‘ jackpot.” The revelations to date, 
he said, plainly indicated the existence of 
a powerful organization, strong enough and 
willing enough to collect money from many 
different sources.

A curious feature of Lorimer's 
speech is his assumption that he has been of 
service to the Republican party. He is sadly 
mistaken on that score. However, the Re- 
publican party has done much for Lorimer. 
For it has furnished him with a convenient 
ambush from which to carry his private 
feuds. It has fed and clothed partisan 
captains by providing them with public jobs. 
It has had sufficient vitality to survive the 
stabbings in the back administered by him 
whenever he could not control its action.

Human nature changes little with the ages. 
This philosophical reflection will occur to any 
one after reading the various bribery cases 
the senate has considered during the one hun- 
dred and twenty-one years of its existence. 
There are almost identical parallels with the 
Lorimer cage—an absolute deadlock in the 
legislature and possibility of the election of a 
member of the party represented by the ma- 
jority without the ald af the members ot the 
other party; the passage of money between 
friends of the man elected and members of 
the legislature; the exposure of the bribery by 
a newspaper; the accusatlon on the part of 
the defendant senator that he was the victim 
ef a hideous conspiracy and is as white as 
the driven snow. 

Therefore there will be nothing novel in the 
investigation. by the genate into the right of 
Lorimer to retain his seat in its chamber. 
He will have to show: 

1. That not a single member of the Lilinois 
legislature voted for him for a money or other 
improper consideration, or 

2. That if there was corruption he had no 
personal knowledge or connection with it and 
not a sufficient number of votes was changed 
thereby to reduce the number of the total 
votes he received below the constitutional ma- 
jority required to elect. 


Clark Case a Precedent. 


As to the first point not the slightest doubt 
can prevail in the mind of any intelligent 
citizen—as four confessions have Been made.

Clark of Montana furnishes a direct prece- 
dent. Clark was elected as United States 
senator in 1899. He was a Democrat, the

It also 
was disclosed that Senator S. C. Pemberton 
of Oakland. chairman of the committee, de- 
that he could control Clark's vote, be- 
cause, although. a Republican, Pemberton 
had been instrumental in getting Browne 
the minority leadership. 


Say Pemberton Asked $2,500. 


Among the jealously guarded secret pieces 
of evidence in the hands of the Sangamon 
county state’s attorney is authenticated in- 
formation to the effect that Pemberton de- 
manded $2,500 for his share of the desk and 
chair graft from the company which should 
receive the contract. 

This information is ‘corroborative of Sena- 
tor D. W. Holstlaw’s confession, who as the 
third member of the committee who voted 
to give the contract to the highest bidder 
in return for a bribe, declared that his first 
demand was for.

It is considered certain that Senator Pem- 
berton, like Holstlaw, will have to make 
promises of a complete account of his ac- 
quaintance witb all features of graft in the 
legislature before he can hope to be received 
in the state’s attorney's office or allowed to 
go before the grand jury. 

The coupling of Lee O’Neil Browne's name 
with the letting of the furniture contract 
and the significant statement of Senator 
Holstlaw that he received only $700 as his 
share of the jackpot fund are considered in 
Springfield as good evidence that there was 
a mysterious connection between both graft 
funds. It is evidence also that a certain 
coterie of legislators -kept a complete tab 
on every graft deal and that individual 
“ windfalls ’’ were taken into consideration 
when the jackpot was split. 

Representative Charles A. White, H. J. c. 
Beckemeyer, and Michael 8. Link asserted 
that they were cach handed $900, but they 
also insisted that it was their only source 
of bribery revenue, aside from $1,000 each 
which they were paid to vote for the blond 
boss for senator.

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LITTLE RADIUM, SAFE IS DONE; 
HOLDS 35,000,000, 000 WORTH 


London Burglar Proof Vault Declared 
World’s Most Ingenious Strong Box— 
Prevents Escape of Contents. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, May 30.—What is declared to be 
the most ingenious safe ever constructed has 
been completed by the Chubb company for 
the British Radium corporation. The prob- 
lem presented to the manufacturers was 
not only to construct a safe that woyld bid 
defiance to burglars, but which at the same 
time would prevent the escape of the radium. 

It ie well known to scientists that radium 
emanations will pass through the thickest 
and hardest steel. For this reason the inner 
coffer of the safe was made of lead, three 
ches thick, inclosed within a burglar proof 
steel shell. There are many other special 
features, including means of collecting the 
radfum emanations before the coffer sis 
opened. 

This compartment safe is designed to hold 
100 pounds of radium, valued at $5,000,000,- 
000. The total weight of the safe is one and 
a half tons.

The president came from Washington es- 
pecially to see the old soldiers pass the re- 
viewing stand at the Soldiers and Sailors’ 
monument, 3 Riverside drive, and as they 
trudged by raised their gray heads high- 
er, and 8 to show that they still were fit 
and active. 

But the blue lines wavered, old feet 
shuffled over the roadway, and some of the 
men who marched behind the ragged flags, 
riddled with shot, spent quickly what 
strength they had, and kept their places 
only with the help of more stalwart com- 
rades. 

The parade was nearly three hours in pass- 
ing, but the president, all the time, stood 
bareheaded in the stand, bowing as the 
veterans went by. 


President Doused by Shower. 


After the parade there was a short exercise 
at the base of the monument. It was cut 
short by a shower which doused the president 
before one of the secret service men rushed 
to his rescue with an umbrella. The presi- 
dent made no address. 

Mr. Taft had been driven in an auto from 
his brother’s residence to the reviewing stand. 
Crowds cheered him as he passed. After the 
exercises he went back to bis brother's house, 
changed his damp clothes, and spent an hour 
and a quarter in an autcenobile ride through 
the Bronx to the botanical garden. After 
luncheon, with the Henry Tafts, he went to 
Jersey City and began the return trip to 
Washington. 

This morning at Riverside drive and Eighty- 
third street a young man from the crowd on 
the sidewalk broke through the line of police 
and ran toward the president's automobile. 
A secret service man and a policeman caught 
him, but he said he merely was trying to get 
across the street and was released. 

A feature of the Memorial day celebration 
was the work horse parade in Fifth avenue. 
Two thousand dollars and many medals and 
many blue ribbons were presented from the 
reviewing stand by Mrs. Russell Sage and 
Mrs. James Speyer, the latter president of 
the women's auxiliary of the American So- 
clety for the Prevention of Cruelty to 


Animals.

PARTY TIES! . 

In his essay at historical fiction in the 
senate Saturday William Lorimer charged 
the newspapers of his community with 
“teaching the doctrine of independence 
and individualism and scoffing at party and 
party principles for the purpose of de- 
stroying love of party and party organiza- 
tion.” He declared that party ties were 
not what they used to be and mourned 
that they lie more lightly on men’s shoul- 
ders than they did in the days of Lincoln 
and Grant, and Blaine and Harrison, and 
Cleveland and McKinley. 7 ö 

This out of the mouth of Billy Lorime 
must have made the champions of strict 
party discipline, of thick and thin “regu- 
larity,” wince in their places. No wonder | 
mally | of the senators left the chamber be- 
fore the speech was ended. Mr. Lorimer 
has come to a pass at which he will not 
hesitate to grasp at anything that faintly | 
offers promise of protection, and it is not 
fair to leave that out of account in con- 
sidering his remarks. The Bible is not dis- 
credited because he lugged it in to illumi- 
nate Mr. Browne's immacatacy. Nor can 


genuine party fealty be dishonored by hie 


brazen appeal. 
But his astonishing piece of irony 
worthy of consideration nevertheless. He 
would not have ventured upon it if years 
of experience had not convinced him that 
part of the public will always be taken in 
by an appea! to religion, patriotism, party. 
or great names. 7 
Fortunately in this case the startling 
revelations before the grand juries of Cook 
and Bangamon counties must have put 
even the most uncritical of citizens on his 
guard, and a proper consideration of Mr. 
Lorimer’s eulogy of party by the people 
of Illinois should bring about a notable 
change in the political morale of the state, 
Mr. Lorimer’s political fortunes were 
founded on the persistent, unscrupulous 
betrayal of party ties. He has been and 
he is the drch-type of the political con- 
Aottiers, or free captain, who by night 
marched his minions across party lines and 
marched them back again before break of 
day. He organized minorities in Demo- 
cratic territory and upon them based his 
strength in convention. He has always 
beensa secret ally of the Democratic ma- 
jority leaders and made profitable er- 
change with them. Bipartisanism is the 
backbone of his success, the whole of his 
shrewd strategy. He was elected senator 
by only a few more Republican than 
Democfatic votes, and the latter would 
have outnumbered the former if it had 
not been realised that this would have still 
more seriously Aliscredited his bipartisan 


success. 


Lorimer’s unsavory career has been one 
of the chief factors in teaching the intelli- 
gent and unpurchasable voters to fear ap- 
peals to party loyalty. He accuses Tux 
Trisune of preaching independence of 
party, knowing. that Tun Tanunn 
preached independence only of him and 
men of his kind who used party for their 
own ends. : -

SAVE THE POSTAL SAVINGS BILL. 

There is but one obstacle to the imme- 
diate enactment of postal savings legisia- 
tion. It ig the disagreement as to the use 
that shall be made of the deposits. Per- 
haps it is useless to attempt to reason 
with the extremists, who insist on all the 
money being deposited in local banks, there 
to remain beyond the control of the na- 
tional government except in the event of 
war or some other great emergency. Those 
who are more moderate in their views 
should be able to find common ground. 

It is needful in order that the constitu- 
tionality of the proposed legislation may 
not bé disputed that provision be made for 
the investment of a certain percentage of | 
the deposits in government bonds. Where 
a question becomes one of percentages a 
compromise should always be possible, 
The house bill fixes the percentage at 
47%. Thatyh à reasonable figure, but 
it need not be a finality. A lower rate 
could be substituted without impatring the 
constitutionality of the bill. So there is no 
reason why the caucus of the Republican 
house members when it meets next 
Wednesday should not agree on a figure 
that would secure for the bill a practically 
unanimous vote. 

A failure to conipromise where compro- 
mise is manifestly feasible would mean 


far as this congress is poncerned. The pub- 
lic, studying the situation, would reach the 
conclusion—and would be justified in doing 
so—that the failure Was premeditated. It 
would be evidence of the deliberate inten- 
tion of a Republican congregs not to carry 
out one of the explicit promises of the 
Republican platform. It should be annec- 
essary to say to Republican representa- 
tives that it would be inexpedient to trifle 
with the voters on the eve of a congres 
sional election. :

Moreover, he intimated to Charfette that 
he considered ‘that it would be impolitic in 
the extreme to revive the grand old Order 
of St. Louls as long as no restoration of the 
house of Bourbon to the throne of France 
had taken place. 

After the death of the Comte de Cham- 
bord, and the passage of his rights to his | 
kineman, the late Comte de Paris, Gen. De 
Charrette addressed himself to the latter, 
with a similar request. But the Comte de 
Paris even still more Was reluctant to con- 
sider the matter. In fact he would not hear 
of it, although he, too, held Gen. De Charrette 
in great affection. 

Finally, after the death of the Comte de 
Paris, De Charrette applied to his son and 
successor, the Due d' Orleans. The duke 
tried to reason with the old veteran, point- 
ing out the impossibility of his reviving, as 
a pretender, the Order of St. Louis for the 
benefit of the general; but finally, by way 
of appeasing the old soldier, made him a 
present of the cross of St. Louis which had 
been worn by his ancestor, Philippe Egalité,’ 
Duke of Orleans. It is that tarnished cross 
with its faded ribbon that the general wears 
with is evening dress coat at important 
gatherings. :

perjury are said to be among the accusa- 
tione contained in the indictments prepared 
by State's Attorney L. M. Magill for prevent- 
ation to the Rock Island grand jury tomor- 
row in the fraternal insurance case. 

It is said that some of the persons against 
whom the indictments are directed reside 
in Chicago and others in Springfield apd 
other IHinolis towns. With the return of 
the first batch of pacer ea the state’s 
attorney will postpone the of 
evidence to the grand jury. 
evidence in Chicago and other cities in 
Illinois and it is possible that the search 
will lead into Denven Omaha, and Wash- 
ington, D. C. 

Campbell the Iast Witness. 

L. M. Campbell of Port Angeles; Wash., 
who was brought to Rock Island to testify 
before the grand jury, is expected to be the 
last important witness heard before the vote 
will be taken on the first indictments. 

Campbell's. presence here, together with 
the detailéd “statement of Attorney H. A. 
Weld, as printed in Tue CHICAGO TRIBUNE, 
ja said to have caused great uheasiness in 
the ranks of the men accused of having 
looted the treasury of the Fraternal Trib- 
unes of $60,000. 

Overtures have been made to Magill upon 
bebalf of a number of the men most directly 

under investigation. These men seek to tes- 
tify before the grand jury, but Magill has 
refused all such relief from possible crim- 
inal prosecution. The only witnesses who 
have a chance of such immunity are H. A. 
Weld end Robert Rexdale of Rock Island.

Neither Held Guilty Knowledge? 

The testimony of these two men is said to 
be regarded by the state’s attorney as of 
‘great value in the case he hopes to make out 
against other persons. Mr. Magill is said to 
hold the opinion that neither Weld nor Rex- 
dale had guilty knowledge of the unlawful 
use of the Fraternal Tribunes’ funds. 

Weld said today that he discovered, after 
the looting of the reserve d, that certain 
men had received more $50,000 for ac- 
complishing the merger of the Fraternal 
Tribunes with the American Home Circle, 
and that the $25,000 that was paid to the of- 
’ fleers of the Fraternal Tribunes was only a 
part of the main fund.

Pittsburg, Pa., May 30.—[Special.]—The 
biggest fight of years in the steel industry 
is on in an attempt by the United States Stee!

bers of the country out of business. The 
jobbers are backed by the Republic Iron 
and Steel company, the Jones and Laughlin 
Steel company, and other large independent 
interests. 

Preparations for the fight were inaugur- 
ated, it is believed, two years ago by the 
steel corporation, Athough it made a dis- 
claimer of any such purpose then. 

The steel corporation, through ite subsid- 
jaries, has inaugurated a plan which it is 
believed eventually will put out of business 
at least a majority of the fron and 
stee! jobbers of the United States. The steel 

proposes to deal directly with 
small consumers. 

The policy of refusing to deal with steel 
brokers was inaugurated by the Carnegie 
1 company previous to the steel corpora- 

merger. The Carnegie Steel company, 

ke streets, Pittsburg, and will handle at 

retail there all sorts of finished products, 
except a few heavy tonnage lines. 


Big Warehouse Built Years Ago. 

Two years ago euch a warehouse was 
completed at Waverly, N. Jan exceedingly 
large one. It was said then, as is declared 
now in regard to the Pittsburg warehouse, 
that it was merely for accommodating the 
retail demand because jobbers . failed. to 
keep full stocks and often were unable to 
fill orders promptly.

Another step by the steel corporation to 
fight large western jobbing interests is the 
establishment of the Mississippi valley depots 
on the river. Steel prices outside of Pitts- 
are figured at Pittsburg prices, plus 
9 freight rates, but the river depots 
will be kept supplied by water shipments 
éuring rises, so that the corporation de- 
pots will be able to undersel) jobbers and 
still make a bigger profit than the jobbers, 
ho must pay railroad freight.

Fred Huyck Escapes Unhurt 
When Machine Skids and 
Crashes Into Fence. 


TWO RECORDS CUT DOWN. 


Eneireles Hawthorne ‘Track Ten 
Times in 9:16 4-5, Taking 
45 1-5 Seconds Off Mark.

A motorcycle, ridden by Fred Huyck, trav-. 
eling at the rate of a mile in fifty-eight sec- 
onds, yesterday craahed into a fence at Haw-: 
thorne park track, throwing the rider twen- 
ty-five feet in the air and breaking down the 
fence. The car was compitely 8 — * 
despite the terrific fall Huyck escaped seri 


ous injury, picked up another machine from’ 


the track, and finished the race. 
The accident happened in the ten mile 
handicap race just after Huyck had broken 
two of his own recorde and set new marke 
for a mile on a dirt track and for ten miles 
on an unbanked dirt track. 
Huyok was the scratch entry in the race in 
whieh the accident took place. He was run- 
ning the machine under full power in an 
effort to overtake his competitors. The first 
mile had just been completed in 58 seconds 
when a tire on the rear wheel exploded. The 
wheel skidded, throwing the front wheel 
over, and in an instant the motorcycle struck 
the fence. 

The rider was thrown high im the air, miss- 
ing the fence and landing on the grass plot 
within the track. Race officials and spectators 
rushed to where the car had fallen, but before 
they could reach Huyck he was up. had 600 
another car, and continued the race. 


Crowd Sees Record Cut. 


Four thousand persons witnessed Huyck set 
the new records at the second day’s events of the 
North Shore Motorcycling club's meet. In the 
ten mile free for all, the record of 9:17 for which 
was made by Huyck in Detroit in 1908, be cut the 
time to 9:16 4-5. 

In Sund s events Huyck cut the record for the 
fastest mile to 5% seconds. A second was clipped 
from this mark in both the seventh and eighth 
miles of the free for all yesterday, both being nego- 
tiated in 54 seconds. With the exception of the first 
mile, which was made in one minute and two 
seconds, Huyck drove his race for the rest of the 
circuits under a minute for each one. 

Huyck’s racing easily was the featute of the 
meeting. His performance in making ten miles in 
9:16 4-5 on a dirt track with no banked turns is 
the best exhibition of amateur riding in motor- 
cycle annals. He holds the world’s amateur mark 
for this distance an a banked board track. His 
time is 7:40. He also holde the world’s record for 
a mile at 422-5 seconds.

| HALF CENTURY TO HARROUN 


Marmon Pilot Is One of Two Drivers to 
Narrowly Escape Death. 


Indianapolis, Ind., May -In slashing 
races at the Indianapolis speedway today 
new records were set for the national cham- 
plonships in stock car classes; Barney Old- 
field with his big Benz, broke the American 
speedway record for the mile and the kilo- 
meter, and Ray Harroun driving a Marmon, 
topped the time for fifty miles for cars ot 
281 to 300 cubic inches displacement. 

A crowd of 55,000 people cheered the drivers 
on to desperate feats of speed and the com- 
panies of militia were pressed hard in con- 
trolling the eager spectators who overflowed 
the grandstands on to the field, straining for 
@ near view of the heroes of the motors. 

Oldfield cut the mile speed record down 
from 286 to :35:6 and the kilometer record 
from :23:7 to :21:45. He made the former 
records on the Los Angeles track. 


Fifty. Mile Race to Harroun. 

In a wonderfully sustained dash through- 
out the fifty mile race Harroun easily led his 
rivals and was ahead of the record at thirty and 
forty miles and the finish. His time was 42:41. 
The. former record, which was 44:48, Harroun had 
set at Atlanta. 

Bragg, the Cineinnati amateur, with his 
Fiat, was the third star of the day s triumphs. He 
won two ten mile and one five mile free for all 
races and had to put up a hard fight for each of 
them with Kirscher, in a 

For the national championships the the drivers bat- 
tled with all their skill, forcing their 
the limit of their power. The leaders always aes

L. Chevrolet in a Buick, winning the 161 to 230 
championship for ten miles, set the record down 
to 9:08 from 0:46, and Dawson {Marmon], wresting 
from Harroun the victory in the 281 to 900 class 
for five miles, put a new mark at 4:41, seven 
seconds better than the old time. 


Two Races for Oldfield. 


Oldfield with a Knox won both the five and ten 
mile champ in the 451 to 600 class, which 
included the highest powered cars 
under the stock car racing rules. Leading 
the way, Oldfield cut down the record for five miles 
from 4:08 to 4:01, 

The honor for setting for next year’s aspirants 
the championship record for ten miles in the 301 to 
450 class went to Aitken (National), who pulled 
down the time from 8:08 to 7:52. 

Only two accidents marred the day’s sport and 
in neither of them was any one injured, though 
Harroun had the narrowest escape from death that 
he had experienced in all his days of racing. His 
Marmon Wasp, the rakish marvel-with which 
he so brilliantly won the 200 mile race of last 
Saturday, durst a tire and huried itself om the 
cement wall that guards the upper margin of the 
track. ’ 


Sliding along the top of the wall, the car tore a 
furrow in the cement for fifty feet and then toppled 
over, flinging Harroun from his seat. He picked 
himseif up unburt, but ais Wap was a snarl 
of steel. It was only partial consolation for his 
loss when F. H. Wheeler, vice president of the 
speedway company, presented him with the $10,- 
000 silver trophy and a check for §1,000, which 
be won in the 200 mile race.

Commission’s Report Shows 
Much Additional Mileage

‘FIGHT ICE CREAM RATE. 


Discrimination Is Charged by 
Indiana Shippers in Plea 
to State Body. 


The rapid and widespread growth of the 
use of the telephone as a substitute for tele- 
graph apparatus in the dispatching of trains 
and the transmission of orders on American 
railroads since the substitution was recom- 
mended by the American Railway associa- 
tion in- November, 1908, is indicated in a 
report just issued by the block signal and 
train contro] board of the interstate com- 
merce cOmmission. 

The report includes a table showing that 
on Jan. 1, 1910, the telephone was used to a 
greater or less extent on 205 railroads, the 
mileage so operated aggregating 26.344 miles 
out of a total of 131,014, for the transmission 
ot train dispatchers’ orders. 


Use of Block Signals Spreads. 

The block signal statistics also are an in- 
teresting commentary on the development of 
eafety appliances. The total length of road 
in the United States operated under the biock 
system on Jan. 1 was 0,758 miles. Of this, 
14.237 was autometic and 51.520 manual, 
‘During the year 190 ghere wa: aa inerenss 
of 2,047 miles in the jéngth of road covered 
by the automatic block gystem and an in- 
erease of 4,162 covered by the manual block. 
‘Ten roads not having heretofore reported the 
use of block signals appear im the report.

Reports from the soutb- 
west indicate that recent warm rains are 
helping the winter wheat to head and have 
given corn and oats prospects a boost where 
cool weather had retarded growth. Spring 
wheat reports continue optimistic as a rule, 
although warm weather with more general 
rains are desirable. 

Local receipte were: Wheat. 14 cars, 
against 4 cars a year ago; corn, 886 cars, 
against 870 cars a year ago; oats, 166 cars, 
against 328 cars a year ago. Inspection 
showed 3 cars of contract wheat, 06 cars 
contract corn, and 57 cars contract oats.
